Harvard University, as a special 
assistant for national security 
affairs. 

The expected selection of W. 
Averell Harriman, former Gov- 
ernor of New York, for the new 
post of Ambassador-at-Large in 
the incoming Democratic Ad- 
ministration, was announced by 
Kennedy last night. 

It was learned, too, that the 
President-elect has two Southern 
Governors under consideration 
as possible choices for Secretary 
of thé Army. They are Gov. Bu- 
ford Ellington of Tennessee and 
Gov. Ernesj Vandiver of Georgia. 
No decisien has been reached 
on the post yet. 

Weaver on New York Board. 


Weaver, 53 years old, is a 


member of the New York City | 
Housing and Redevelopment | 
Board. A number of years ago | 


he was employed by the Public 
Housing Administration, one of 
a group of federal agencies that 
will come under his supervision 
in his new position. 

The selection of a Negro for 
the top federal housing position 
may have far-reaching repercus- 
sions. 

Some experts in the field 
thought it might presage a change 
in federa] housing policy. They 
suggested that the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration, which in- 
sures home mortgages, might 
decline to issue insurance unless 
the homes to be insured were 
available for purchase by Ne- 
groes.

Letters from the People 
View of Civil Defense 


Current discussions of civil de- 
fense illustrate the inadequacy of 
most programs now being under- 
taken officially for the defense of 
the United States. 

A recent interview with Leo A. 
Hoegh, director of the Office of 
Civil Defense Mobilization, quoted 
him as saying: “‘I hope that noth- 
ing I’ve told you needs to be put 
into practice. While we're work- 
ing toward peace — for peace of 
mind — let’s be prepared for sur- 
vival.” 

We believe that Mr. Hoegh really 
means that survival for many mil- 
lions of people depends on working 
for peace, rather than on shelters 
alleged to offer protection against 
thermonuclear attack, 

The $212 shelter that Mr. Hoegh 
recommends might well reduce the 
danger of lethal radiation for peo- 
ple on the outer fringes of a nu- 
clear weapons strike. At present 
nothing that seems feasible can 
protect people near a nuclear ex- 
plosion. And the radius of devasta- 
tion is being increased. 


* * * 

One recent description of a 
thermonuclear explosion equal to 
10,000,000 tons of TNT pictures an 
entire metropolitan area being 
consumed in a great firestorm. 
Blast effects would destroy all liv- 
ing things within a five-mile radius 
except those most deeply sheltered. 
Only the tomplete rebuilding of 
cities to provide for deep, extensive 
and sealed underground quarters 
provided with built-in oxygen, water 
and food supplies for many weeks 
could prevent prompt annihilation 
of most of the population. 

And then on coming out of such 
shelters the survivers would soon 
accumulate fatal doses of radiation } 
from the radioactive rubble. That 
is if the entire population could 
first get into such shelters within 
the few minutes’ warning time 
which intercontinental missiles 
allow. 

Those outside the metropolitan 
areas would still have to contend 
with fallout and the possibility of 
fires consuming everything that 
would ignite in the entire nation if 
the enemy were to explode not im- 
possible quantities of thermo 
nuclear bombs at an altitude of 
about 30 miles.

It thus seems very dangerous to 
lead the public to believe that a 
shelter which might be useful in 
case of tornado can be not only a 
sort of extra “family room,” as 
some promoters are currently ad- 
vertising, but also a protection 
against the explosion of a megaton 
H-bemb. 

In addition to being something of 
a folly, we believe civil defense 
contains other serious dangers. The 
possibility that an agency acquiring 
power to direct peoples’ actions, 
even to the point of compelling 
them to abandon their homes and 
property on the pretext of protect- 
ing them from danger, may be- 
come an effective tool of aspiring 
tyranny. | 

With its emphasis on defense 
against nuclear weapons, every 
civil defense exercise is a declara- 
tion of the inadequacy of the na- 
tional effort to solve the problem 
of preventing war. If civil defense 
drilis can be understood as 
demonstrating the failure of our 
military-based schemes of war- 
prevention, these very activities 
might then become a useful en- 
couragement to const. uctive efforts 
to develop the processes of inter- 
national order and peace. 

If on the contrary, civil defense 
seems to the public a sufficient 
precaution against war—or, more 
insidious if it becomes a substitute

Dark Days for U.N. 


This is a bleak winter for the United Na- 
tions. The uncertainties of The Congo crisis 
in which the organization is so deeply in- 
volved create grave uncertainties about its 
own future; Secretary General Hammar- 
skjold, who will fly once more to The Congo 
next week, has warned that the situation 
there could turn into another Spanish civil 
war, in which case the very survival of the 
U.N. would be put to the test. 

Nevertheless we dare to hope that those 
who are forecasting the U.N.’s imminent 
demise are mistaken. It is instructive to 
recall that in the midst of the Korea crisis 
eight years ago, also, the future of the U.N. 
looked exceedingly dim. That crisis was sur- 
mounted in the end, and the U.N. moved on 
into a period of greater usefulness. This 
could happen again if enough people want it 
to happen. We believe Americans should 


_ take the lead in doing those things that could 


enable it to happen. 


How much, we wonder, is the currently 
reported American “disillusionment” with 


the U.N. due to. the fact that the United 


States no longer automatically wins all the 
decisions there? With the admission of so 
many new members from Africa and Asia, 
the Western bloc no longer commands a safe 
majority. On some issues it can be outvoted, 
and on others neither the West nor the non- 
Western powers can prevail. 


Yet Americans would betray their world 
responsibilities if they took the view that, 
because the U.N. is no longer a vehicle for 
the expression of American national policy, 
its usefulness has ended. No matter how 
superior we may feel toward the yet untu- 
tored and sometimes undisciplined new states 
which are crowding into the U.N.—no matter 
how unjust it may seem that these political 
novices should have the same voting power 
as more mature societies like our own—the 
U.N. reflects the nature of the world as it is. 

As our nation does not dominate the world, 
so it cannot dominate the U.N. In the U.N., 
as in the world, we must make up our minds 
that power must be shared; that conflicts 
must be settled by negotiation and compro- 
mise rather than dictation; that the task of 
diplomacy is to accommodate our views and 
those of other nations, not to impose our will 
upon them. 


The Korean crisis was surmounted by a 
compromise in which neither the Communists 
nor the West got its own way; by an agree- 
ment in which each side backed away from 
trying to impose its will on the other; by a 
shared determination to avoid expansion of 
a conflict which could lead to world war. 
The same principles can bring about a solu- 
tion of The Congo crisis, and with it a new 
period of enlarged usefulness for the United 
Nations. 


A Little Less Poison 


In deferring action on the Hazelwood re- 
zoning proposal, the County Council heard 
suggestions that the size of the proposed 
shopping center site might be reduced from 
70 to 20 acres. This would be something like 
reducing the poison in the drink. Residents 
near the Hazelwood high school do not want 
the shopping center there; the County Plan- 
ning Commission has twice disapproved the 
rezoning. 

Commission Director Hermann F. Wagner 
is properly unimpressed by the 20-acre sug- 
gestion. The commission had already told 
the promoters that if they wanted 20 acres, 
there were four other suitable sites of that 
size already zoned for commercial use. Do 
the promoters want 20 acres merely as a be- 
ginning for a greater expansion? In any 
case the rezoning would contradict orderly 
zoning by the Planning Commission. The 
County Council should have defeated the 
proposal instead of deferring action on it.

Unfortunately the New Year’s resolution 
is easier to make than to keep. For a brief 
while one is sustained in the new resolve 
by the warm applause of husband, wife, chil- 
dren or friends. But habit is long and praise 
is fleeting. The advertiser’s siren song, 
whether subliminal or laid on with a trowel, 
pervades the consciousness. How can cig- 

arettes be so bad when all our hardiest west- 
ern heroes smoke them? Because thou art 
passing up rich foods and exotic beverages, 
are there to be no cakes and ale? Society 
does not encourage the abstemious. 


As the will’s iron begins to soften under 
temptation, and the applause for new-won 
virtue begins to die down, the waverer de- 
termined to keep the path—through Twelfth 
Night, at least—can find support in litera- 
ture.

Or Certain Disaster 


C. P. Snow, the British novelist, made a 
moving and trenchant speech before the 
American Association for the Advancement 
of Science this week. In his capacity as Sir 
Charles Percy Snow, man of letters, former 
government official and physicist, he told 
the American scientific community what it 
has heard many times, that scientists have 
a moral responsibility to warn the world 
against nuclear disaster. But he put the case 
in such dramatic terms that his statement 
of it carried more than usual impact. He said: 


There is a spring of moral action in the 
scientific activity which is at least as strong 
as the search for truth. The name of this 
spring is knowledge. Scientists know cer- 
tain things in a fashion’ more immediate 
and more certain than those who don’t com- 
prehend what science is. Uniess we are 
abnormally weak or abnormally wicked men, 
this knowledge is bound to shape our actions. 
Most of us are timid; but to an extent, 
knowledge gives us guts. Perhaps it can give 
us guts strong enough for the job in hand. 


As Sir Charles pointed out, scientists do 
not merely believe, but with the certainty of 
“engineering truth” they know that unless 
the world acts to bring the nuclear arms race 
under control, nuclear disaster lies ahead. 
It is not opinion, but knowledge, that plu- 
tonium is relatively easy to make; that for a 
dozen or more states it will take only six 
years, perhaps less, to equip themselves with 
fission and fusion bombs; that if enough of 
these weapons are made by enough different 
states, then within 10 years some of them will 
have exploded, whether “through accident, 
or folly, or madness.” 

Possessed of this knowledge, said Sir 
Charles, the scientist is possessed also of a 
moral imperative to say what he knows; he 
has a direct and personal responsibility to 
warn the world of the choice it faces: either 
to accept a restriction of nuclear armaments, 
even though this involves national risks, or 
to accept the certainty of nuclear disaster in 
ten years “at the most.” 


We hope Sir Charles’s speech was read at 
the Palm Beach headquarters of the Presi- 
dent-elect. If so, it could have had only one 
effect: to quicken the resolve, which Mr. 
Kennedy had previously announced, to make 
a serious and energetic effort to reach early 
agreement on a treaty banning nuclear tests. 
If Sir Charles is correct in his statement of 
the scientific facts of life—and we believe 
he is—then any other course would be irre- 
sponsibility of the highest degree. 


Secrecy on Both Sides 

The public’s difficulties in getting infor- 
mation about congressional conduct of public 
business grew somewhat in 1960. Congres- 
sional Quarterly, which keeps an annual box 
score, on committee hearings and meetings 
from which press and public are barred, says 
the secrecy ratio was 35 per cent in the 1960 
session. This was the highest since 1956, 
though the highest ratio of secret to open 
meetings was 41 per cent in 1954. 

Just recently Congress has been engaged 
in a dispyte with the White House over se- 
crecy. A House committee investigating for- 
eign aid operations in Latin America sought 
information which the State Department re- 
fused to provide. The Government Account- 
ing Office, representing Congress, tried to 
cut off funds for the department’s Office of 
Inspector General, and President Eisenhower 
told that office to ignore the attempt. 

In this conflict between executive privilege 
and Congress’s right to know about use of 
funds it appropriates, both sides can stand 
stock still on legal grounds where a little 
reasonableness might resolve the dispute. 
But Congress would be on better grounds in 
demanding information if it had a better 
record of making information public itself. 


A Voice at Evening 


If President-elect Kennedy schedules an 
occasional news conference for live broad- 
cast during the early evening when the radio 
and television audience is of maximum size 
he may encounter protests from the Repub- 
licans. That is indicated by Senator Kuchel 
of California. The Senator thinks the broad- 
casts may, be used for political propaganda 
and that the Republicans may, in conse- 
quence, ask for equal air time. 


If the Republicans are discomfited, they 
can merely look back on eight, years under 
Mr. Eisenhower be- 
gan the custom of allowing White House 
news conferences to be recorded for delayed 
broadcast. But after the novelty had worn 
off the febroadcasts were confined mainly 
to short excerpts. 


Mr. Eisenhower never enjoyed the meet- 
ings with reporters, nor did he extract full 
value from them. With rare exceptions he 
scheduled them for 10:30 in the morning and 
limited them to 30 minutes. The previous 
White House practice had been to alternate, 
morning and afternoon, to give morning and 
evening newspapers an even break. 


Live broadcasts, because of the possibility 
of a slip, represent a considerable hazard to 
a President. They could be a national hazard 
for the same reason. We presume that Mr. 
Kennedy will not schedule them when a deli- 
cate international problem is involved. The 
“fireside chat” form, used by Presidents 
Roosevelt, Truman and Eisenhower, is more 
suitable for that situation. | 

No doubt the “outs” will forever complain 
about “propaganda” emanating from the 
White House. The Republicans complained 
about Presidents Roosevelt and Truman and 
the Democrats complained about Mr. Eisen- 
hower. But the simple fact is that the White 
House is the world’s greatest sounding board. 
Propaganda or not, the people want to listen.

Exit From New Orleans From The Providence Evening Bulletin 


Daisy Gabrielle’s heart is still in 
New Orleans. This woman, whose 
courage in the face of danger has in- 
spired the support of thousands of 
Americans, spoke out against state- 
ments that she had “surrendered” or 
was “pressured” into leaving New 
Orleans. 


In the next room of Mrs. Gabrielle’s 
mother-in-law’s North Providence 
home, 6-yearld Yolanda, who a few 
days ago sat nervous and alone in a 
classroom of the. William Frantz 
School, slept the proper sleep of a 
child, a sleep of peace. 

At the same time in New Orleans 
eight white children joined a lone, 
little Negro girl, Ruby Nell Bridges, 
in classes at the Frantz School. 


“Tf it was just me, you’d never get 
me out of there. But I couldn’t sacri- 
fice the others. It was not a matter 


worried about his job (which he even- 
tually lost), became nervous, too. 
The oldest girl had to stop going to 
school. “Her friends wouldn’t talk to 
her and several called her a ‘nigger 


lover.’ I had to consider my chil-, 


dren’s schooling.” 

But, she was quick to add, “My 
children were not threatened or mo- 
lested. This is why I say that the 
people there were not really all bad. 
There were wonderful people in SOS 
(Save Our Schools). They believed 
in education. There were the women, 
educated women, who helped us with 
our plane fare.” 

Yet, it was the “educated” people 
who, Mrs. Gabrielle feels, have not 
taken a stand. 

She compared the situation to that 
in Germany when the Nazis came to 
power: “No voice from the educators, 
only the emotional voices.” : 

She praised the professor from the 
Louisiana State University faculty 
who spoke out for opening the schools. 


She said she talked to teachers and 
professors who told her that they had 
a lot more to lose in the situation if 
they spoke out. 

“The small world I live in is just 
as important to me as their big world 
is to them. If I can sacrifice my 
world, why can’t they sacrifice 
theirs?” : 

Daisy Gabrielle never went beyond 
grammar school. But in her 42 years 
she has nurtured a respect for edu- 
cation. She reads a good deal, urges 
her six children to stretch their minds. 


From, all the hundreds of letters, 
phone calls and wires she has re- 
ceived, from all the talks with the 
“educated’”’ people who never expect- 
ed to be talking to Daisy Gabrielle, a 
single quotation has emerged to be- 
come fixed in her mind: 

“The certain test of freedom in any 
country is the amount of security en- 
joyed by its minority groups.” 

Says Daisy Gabrielle: ‘“‘You are not 
free if this isn’t true.”
